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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The affadavits filed November 17, 2006 and 
January 25, 2007 are not sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1-4 under 102(a) as anticipated by Saxena et al. (Journal of Allergy 
and Clinical Immunology, 2003). This reference has five authors. Three of the authors are listed as inventors in the instant application 
(Saxena, Samria, Madan), while the remaining authors (Shah and Muralidhar) are not listed as inventors. The affadavit filed November 17. 
2006 is not sufficient to overcome the rejection under 102(a), because it does not clearly state that authors Shah and Muralidhar are not 
inventors of the subject matter claimed in the instant application as required by MPEP 71 5,01 (c) and 716.10. The affadavit only states 
that the "publication originated with or were obtained from Shweta Saxena, Taruna Madan, and/or Puranam Usha Sarma." The affadavit 
filed January 25, 2007 is also not sufficient to overcome the rejection, because it is signed by an individual not listed as an inventor or 
author on the cited reference (Murthy). 
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
